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School of Mines and Metallurgy ; 
because the Missouri University 
board of curators considered them 
guilty of insubordination and dis- 
loyalty to the school, Frank C. 
Mann, chairman of the board’s 
executive committee, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 
“Every investigation that we've 
made, every group that we've gone 
to,” Mann said, “ties in all five 
professors as leaders of a group 
that lets its desire for autonomy 
interfere with its loyalty to the 
school.”

Inquiry by Curators. 
Reviewing the long, bitter con- 
troversy over independence for the 
school, Mann related the curators 
took testimony from “practically 
every full professor and some 
others” at the school for two days 


in January, 1946, and two days the 
following June. The testimony 
covered 600 pages. 

This inquiry was prompted by 
_ eirculation of a “Resume of Ad- 
verse Conditions at Missouri 
School of Mines,” a 28-page docu- 
ment published in September, 1945, 
and sent to alumni, the American 
Association of University Profes- 
sors, the Engineers Council for 
Préfessional Development and the 
Central Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. Purpose 
of the inquiry was to determine 
who wrote the “Resume,” Mann 
said. 

The curators’ inquiry definitely 
established, Mann said, that Profs. 
Floyd H. Frame and Garrett 
Muilenburg, two of those trans- 
ferred, had assisted former Prof. 
Clair V. Mann in preparation of 
the “Resume.” Frame and Muilen- 
burg deniéd to the Post-Dispatch 
that they had any part in prepar- 
ing or distributing the “Resume. 

Curator Mann gsserted: “Those 
who want autonomy are entitled to 
their opinion. But when they let 
it interfere with their work, talk 
to students about it and criticize 
management—that is real insubor- 
dination. 

“If the school were a business 
institution, they would. have been 
gone in five minutes. An employe 
has a right to his views but un- 
dermining an institution is a dif- 
ferent matter. 

Harm to School. 


“The ‘Resume of Adverse Con- 
ditions’ contained untrue state- 
ments and we found it was doing 
great harm to the school. After 
the inquiry was completed, I wrote 
to each professor asking permis- 
sion to release a transcript of his 
testimony. All agreed except 
Frame and Muilenburg. 

“T.ast December, the North Cen- 
tral Association of Colleges wrote 
us about it. Again I wrote to 
Frame and Muilenpurg and again 
they refused permission to release 
their testimony. To this date, 
President Frederick A. Middlebush 
and Leslie Cowan, vice president, 
haven’t seen their testimony. I

PAWLING, N. Y., June 26 (AP) 
—A triumphant Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey came home tonight from 
Philadelphia and received a roar- 
ing welcome from about 1000 of 
his friends and neighbors at the 
railroad station. 

The Governor was taken imme- 
diately to an athletic field about a 
mile from the station for a short 
home-coming celebration arranged 
by Lowell Thomas, radio commen- 
tator and one of his neighbors.

This village, which has a popu- 
lation of only 1200, is Democratic.

He has red hair 
and the combativeness that goes 
with it. He is not very tall, but 
he is as broad as an armor-plated 
cruiser. Seeing him for the first 
time, Rebecca West, the British 
novelist turned reporter, wrote 
that Duff was an impressive man 
with the same visage as Winston 
Churchill. She discovered that his 
bulldog body was directed by a 
fine mind, that he had an air of 
integrity about him, and she won- 
dered why Duff himself was not 
standing for the presidency in- 
stead of so many inferior folk. 

Duff, surveying the motley array 
of favorite sons and associated 
candidates, may have wondered 
the same thing himself. And Sen- 
ator Ed Martin, already overshad- 
owed by his red-haired protege, no 
doubt was doing some wondering 
of a sort. — 

Weekend in Country. 

Came the weekend before the 
convention, and the various candi- 
dates and their managers were in- 
vited to a tea at the country home 
of the president of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad. Reporters, concealed 
behind mulberry bushes and bot- 
tles of Scotch, made frantic notes 
when Duff and Martin were seen 
to walk into the garden together, 
arm in arm. Some of them wrote 
that this indicated a perfect un- 
derstanding and boded no good for | 
that New Yorker named Dewey.

There were many splendid candi- 
dates, he said, but one outstand- 
ing one, and therefore he not only 
was withdrawing from the race 
but asking support of his friends 
for Tom Dewey, whose name he 
would place in nomination. 

This, indeed was a bombshell, 
Hitler’s blitzkrieg transplanted to 
Billy Penn’s state.

Press dispatches said the latest 
attempt was made south of loan- 
nina when 450 guerrillas attacked 
the village of Aetorrachi. The at- 
tack was intended to impair fur- 
ther the army’s movement along 
the lIoannina-Preveza road, main 
line of communication with the 
Epirus capital. 

A general staff communique said 
guerrilla units attacked an impor- 
tant army supply line and de- 
stroyed part of the Elasson-Ko- 
zane highway in northeastern 
Greece. The road is a connecting 
link between a Greek Second 
Army Corps supply base at Laris- 


sa, and the Grammos operational 


headquarters in Kozane. It runs 
through a valley flanked by Mount 
Pierria and Mount Kamyounia. 

An official announcement in Ko- 
zane said guerrilla casualties since 
the army’s offensive began a week 
ago are: 285 killed; 31 wounded: 
20 taken prisoner. Nineteen others 
surrendered. 

The communique gaid fighting 
around Nestorion and northwest 
of Grevena continued as the Gov- 
ernment’s biggest anti-rebel cam- 
paign yet undertaken went into 
its seventh day. Air attacks and 
artillery were important assets to 
Government troops which have re- 
peatedly run into deep and well- 
fortified guerrilla mountain posi- 
tions. 

The rebels were reported to be 
weakening in the Sarandaporos 
river valley near Konitsa, but they 
made two savage counter-attacks 
against advancing troops. 

Fighting still raged for stra- 
tegic Amouda ridge on the east- 
ern side of the rebel flank. Ob- 
servers said the fall of Amouda 
to Government forces would open 
a path into the eastern defense 
of the guerrillas, and into the 
Grammos mountgin stronghold 
where it is believed Vafiades, has

G.O.P. Delegates Had

CHICAGO, June 26 (AP)—Illi- 
nois delegates to the Republican 
convention at Philadelphia re- 
turned today with high hopes for 
Dewey-Warren and Green-Brooks 
success in the state next fall, and 
with a big batch of campaign but- 
tons.

‘Test of Progressives’ Tritmn i in Neinine Candidates and 
in Platform Will Be in Per formance, if Republicans Win 
White House as Well as Congress in November—Dewey, 
Warren Both Favor Intern ational Co-operation.

PHILADELPHIA, June 26. 


Y nominating Gov.. Thomas E. Dewey of New York for President of the 
United States, and Gov. Earl Warren of California for Vice Presidert, and 
by adopting a moderately forward-looking —jf not moving — — platform, the 
Republican national convention gave answer in ‘part to the question: ‘‘ Will the 
progressives or the reactionaries control the country if the Republicans win the 


White House as well as the Congress in November?”’ 


Liberal forces’ triumphed both in. 
naming the candidates and in construct- 
ing the platform. Temporarily, at 
least, the tlireatening forces of old- 
guardism were -:outed by the efficient- 
ly-executed Dewey blitz. 

The question remaining is whether 
the same tactics will work in Washing- 
ton as well as -hey did in Philadelphia. 
The final answer t. the question of 
Republican progress or reaction will 
be in governmental performance, not 
promises. 

Gov. Dewey’s six-year record in New York 
marks him as one well in advance of his 
party and generally ahead of the remainder 
of the nation. Dev sy has caxtiously car- 
ried on ihe social welfare program of his 
Democratic predecessors- - with impressive 
administrative ability, It wcerld, in fact, 
have been difficult for any person follow- 
ing the Democratic administrations of Gov- 
ernors Alfred E. Smith, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and Herbert Lehman in the richest, 
most populous and most diversified state 
in the Union to avoid knowing the facts 
of modern life, even if he had not ap- 
proached the governorship with a progres- 
siv outlook. 

On American foreign policy, although 
having no official responsibi'‘tie in this 
field, Dewey has allied himself with Tru- 
man;« Marshall. and Vandenberg. 
joined this school of international co- 
operation by receivin~ th: advice of John 
Foster Dulles, internationa! lawyer and 
diplomat. 


Convention Was ‘Open’ 
To Leading Candidates. 


In some instances, Dewe has spoken 
out on foreign policy before the actual mak- 
ers of that policy aave announced their 
decisions. 

Gov. Warren, @lthough léss known 
throughout the country then Dewey,’ has 
had a liberal record in California. He holds 
views similar to Dewey’s on international 
affairs. 

A vice presidential candidate from Cali- 
fornia gives the ticket geographical balance, 
as did Dewey’s 1944 running mate, John 
W. Bricker of Ohio. Here, however, the 
comparison ends. The Dewey forces at the 
1948 convention were so strong and well 
organized there was ao need for the kind of 
compromise indicated by the choice of 
Bricker—an ultra-conservative and isola- 
tionist. The conservative-isolationist crowd 
that includes Speaker Joseph W. Martin 
of Massachussetts, Representa’’ve Charles A, 
Halleck of Indiana and Col. Robert R. 
McCormick of the Chicago Tribune and 
his Governor, Dwight H. Green of Illinois, 
definitely were sidestepped in selecting a 
vice presidential nominee this time. 

This does not mean the ultra-conserva- 
tives will not return to plague Dewey. 
Throughout his public career, Dewey has 


prided himself on teamwork and his own, 


administrative ability. If elected he and 
Warren will make an effective executive 
team and will try to co-operate with Con- 
gress. Their greatest test may well come 
wihten the Executive faces a House dom- 
inated by the old guard. 

In a technical sense, the convention 
which nominated Dewey and Warren was 
‘“‘open” to the leading candidates. When 
it started, Dewey had reason to be.con- 
fident, but he '.ad no absolute assurance 
that the reserve strength he had been 
promised would stay firmly; behind him, 
It was not a boss-manipulated affair. 
‘Dewey could have bee- top red if the 
coalition had been able to present a solid 
phalanx with a common strategy and a 
single compromise candidate. Instead, 
each Dewey rival put his own interest 
first. Divided, they wee conquered. * 

Before Warren was nominated for the 
vice presidency, Philadelphia was filled 
with rumors that the Dewey organization 
had made a “deal’’ with Halleck for second 
place on the ticket. The consideration was 
reported to be that the Indiana delegation 
previously divided, would give its full 29 
votes to Dewey on the first ballot instead of 
to favorite son Halleck. 


Scott Selection a Nod 
To Martin-Grundy Group. 


There is little question that Halleck and 
the other Indianians thought there was at 
least an “understanding” with the New 
Yorkers. Halleck seconded Dewey’s nomi- 
nation and waited for vice presidential 
honors that never came. He is not a person 
who forgets. 

Dewey will unquestionadly get better co- 
operation from the Senate. His views are 
not far from those of Senator Robert A. 

Taft, the Senate leader, on domestic legis- 
lation, and of Chairman Artbur H. Vanden- 
berg of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
co-author of the bi-partisan international 
program. If he. selected Dulles as his 
Gecretary of State, teamwork with the Sen-

In his acceptance speech, Dewey asserted | 


that he was “unfettered by a single obliga- 
tion or promise to any -.iving person.” This 
is probably true though there may have 
been some unspoken “‘understandings”’ usual 
among practical politicians who have their 
own ways of interpreting a nod of the head. 
Dewey is too smart to sign any prcmissory 
notes for payment of political favors after 
the election. His selection of Warren, a 
rival for the presidential nomination, over 
Halleck, a supporter, indicated one side of 
his political nature. 

He probably will have his own interpreta- 
tions of the party platform. In his accept- 
arice speech he called the platform the “‘cor- 
nerstone” of the anticipated Republican Ad- 
ministration—indicating that he « -pects to 
build on it. And it is perhaps significant 
that at a press conference Fridcy he said: 

“The platform as I read it is eminently 
satisfactory to me.” 

It is impossible to forecast whether Dewey 
would fulfill all the promires of the plat- 
form, general as they were written to fit 
any candidate the convention might nom- 
inate.. Franklin D. Roosevelt promised to 
fulfill the economy pledges of the 1932 
Democratic platform ani ‘id put through 
the Economy Act of 1933, during his honey- 
mcon with Congress, but after Congress 
balked and the relief rituation and the 


New Deal prozrams demande¢ more funds, 


he stopped trying. 

Dewey asserts that he has fulfilled the 
promises he made to the state of New York 
in his 1942 and 1946 governorship cam- 
paigns. Th's is rot seriously challenged by 
his political setractors. More important than 
the national platfurm tr the independent 
voter will be Dewey’. own campaign pledges. 
The written document, while it represents 
a victory over the re:ct onary element of 
the party, is too vague to metn a great deal 
in actua.: legislat. on. 

Just as Dewey accepted the platform as 
a “magnificent statement o* principles’ so 
has he approved the mixed record of the 
Eightieth Congress. As a maiter of practical 
politics, while he is aski: g for party unity, 
he could hardly do otherwise. After he 
has had more time for study an‘ consider- 
ation of that record, he may have to modify 
and elaborate his views. 


Dewey’s Career Outlined 
—His Record in New York. 


Perhaps the best guide as to what sort 
of President Dewey would make is his pub- 
lic career during the past 17 years, a long 
span for a man only 46 years old. Because 
he is an executive rather than a legislator, 
it is possible to say that his Washington 
administration would tc « projection on a 
national and internationa’ scale of what 
he has done and said in New York, 

From now on, much will be heard about 
the “new Dewey” to counteract the unfavor- 
able impression he made during the Repub- 
lican pre-convention campaign of 1940 and 
tho national campaign of 1944. In those 
years he was called “busrter’’—a reflection 
of his gangbuster days—‘“the boy scout,” 
“plucky Tom,” and “a young man in a 
hurry.” People did not like his cocky self- 
assurance that smacked of arrogance or his 
cold, ruthless efficiency. On lesser grounds 
there was criticism of his widely separated 
teeth, his height, although he is five feet, 
eight inches tall, and even his carefully 
trimmed mustache. He was too precise, too 
smug, too neat. His trained brritone voice 
—the only rolitical voice the will compare 
favorably with Roosevelt’s—was too profes- 
sional. 

Despite the popular apathy to the Dewey 
personality and the wartime,atmosphere of 
1944, he polled 22,066,278 votes to Roose- 


velt’s 25,602,505 but .eceived only 99 elec-' 


toral votes. His electora. votes, however, 
were more than those received by other 
Republicans defeated by Roosevelt. 

Dewey has grown and become a warmer 
and more human personality, during the 
past four years. But the inherent qual- 
ities remain unchanged. The self-confi- 
dence is still there but he is not so high 
handed in his casual relationships. Behind

the more preasing facade, there is the 
‘same driving persistence, disciplined mind, 
and scientific boldness that makes sure 
that the chances of winning are much 
greater than the charces of losing. He 
places the same reliance mn the teamwork 
of his associates and subord’ 1ates as he 
did when he began his racket-busting 
eareer in New York City at the age of 
29. He uses the same sonorous “‘general’’ 
words such as “unity,” “integrity,” “free- 
dom,” “faith,” and “spiritual values,”’ 
that sound tiful as he intones them 
but. which are meant to inspire rather 
than inform. 

Dewey was reared in a political atmos- 
phere in his native town of Owosso, Mich., 
where his father was pvstmaster and editor 
of the Owosso Times. His grandfather, who 
hac. a Harvard education, was one of the 
founders of the Republican party. 

It was natural for him, after obtaining 
his law degree from Columbia University, 
to enter local politics in.New York by be- 
coming an assistant captain for the Repub- 
lican organization in the Tenth Assembly 
District and later chairman of the Board of 
Governors of the New York Young Repub- 
lican Club. 


Friends Insist Dewey 
‘Always Wins Second Time.’ 


His lucky break came when he impressed 
United States District Attorney George Z. 
Medalie with his legal ability and was made 
chief assistant in Medalie’s office when he 
was under 30 years old. 

No man in public life today has shown 
‘more political resiliency and recuperative 
power. His first big setback in government 
service was when he lost, by mistrial, a 
carefully prepared tase against James J. 
Hines, Tammany big shot. He put Hines in 
prison two years later. 

His record as assistant United States At- 
torney and later as special prosecutor by 
appointment of Gov. Lehman to clean up 
the rackets led to his overwhelming election 
as state district attorney for New York 
county in 1937. 

The next year, however, he suffered an- 
other defeat when he ran against Lehman 
for the governorship. He lost by only 64,- 
000 votes out of nearly 5,000,000 cast. His 
near-victory, plus his prosecutor’s record; 
made him, however such a national figure 
that in 1940, he lead the first three roll 
calls at the Republican national convention, 
only to lose the presidential nomination to 
Wendell Willkie, who staged a blitz here at 
Philadelphia that was even more closely 
timed than Dewey’s victory Thursday eve- 
ning. 

Most politicians would have been knocked 
out by the governorship and the nomination 
blows but Dewey came back to defeat States 
Attorney John J. Bennétt for New - York 
state’s highest honors with a majority of 
650,000... He was 40 years old when he took 
office. The Owosso boy, who had sold 
magazine subscriptions as a child and had 
helped work his way through Michigan and 
Columbia universities by choir singing, had 
made good in a big way. 

‘The White House loomed ahead, as it al- 
ways has for governors of New York, Demo- 
cratic as well as Republicans. Dewey won 
the 1944-Republican nomination on the first 
ballot, with only one Wisconsin vote dis- 
senting. 

In his campaign he endorsed the New 
Deal reforms but asserted he and the Re- 
publicans: would administer them better. 
A year before; at the Mackinac Island con- 
ference of Republican governors and other 
leaders, he shocked the other members by 
boldly asking for a postwar military al- 
liance with Great Britain to prevent 
World War HI. Then as now, he was 
ahead of his party on international policy. 
At that conference Vandenberg was way- 
ering between isolationism and. interna- 
tionalism. His conversion was not for- 
mally announced until Jan » 1945.

unprecedented plurality of more than 687,- 
000. 

His propaganda offices, beginning with 
the Hines mistrial, proclaim that Dewey 
always wins on his second chance. They 
insist that this is the year for him to win 
the presidency. 

During his six years as Governor he has 
built a record perhaps not as spectacular 
as those of Al Smith and F. D. R., who 
made great social innovations, but equally 
as solid. 

Aided by high taxes, large wariitme indi- 
vidual and corporate incomes, he accumu- 
lated a $623,000,000 postwar reconstruc- 
tion fund. The astonishixes thing is not 
that he built up such a fund—other war- 
time Governors, Democratic as well as Re- 
publican, did proportionately the same— 
but that he had plans to prevent squander- 
ing. There have been no scandals in his 
administration 

He reduced the state personal income 
tax by 50 per cent, Dusiness taxes by 25 
per cent and the state debt by about 27 
per cent. Unemployment insurance laws 
were revised to give tax credits to em- 
ployers who maintain stable payrolls, and 
he persuaded the state American Legion 
to indorse a 10-year tax plan to pay for a 
veteran’s bonus in place of a long-term 
bond issue. He allotted $69,000,000 for 
veterans’ housins and established three 
G.I, state universities. 

On social legislation, he secured the adop- 
tion of a State Fair Employment Practices 
Act that has caused few complaints and 
he eliminated workmen’s compensation 
graft. He revamped the sta.e’s mental and 
public health programs and enacted a 
standby rent control law that was ready 
when the Federal. Government’s program 
lapsed because of national 
opposition. On labor legislation he has in- 
dorsed the Taft-Hartley Act 


A Forthright Position 
On International Affairs. 


As in the 1946 campaign, sincé Dewey 
has been running for the presidency he has 
not said what New Deal reforms he would 
abolish or amend. He has demanded lower 
federal taxes, a »alanced budget and, like 
all Republicans, an end to “bureaucratic 
government.’ He wants a National F.E.P.C., 
is an advocate of other federal civil rights 
legislation, and supports universal military 
training. 

On international affairs, he has been 
forthright. He indorsed the Truman 
doctrine of aid to Greece and Turkey, 
favored the full appropriation for Mar- 
shall recovery plan for Europe and was 
partly responsible for including China 
the program. He favors partition of P 
estine and the admission of displaced per- 
sons into the United States. He thinks 
ERP aid can be used to help establish a 
United States of Europe and now indorses

the reciprocal trade agreements.. He 
wants to bring the American Communists 
out into the open but would not outlaw 
them. He would not, as Harol¢ E. Stas- 
sen proposed, withhold American aid from 
countries intending to extend nationaliza- 
tion of industries. 

If e goes to the White‘House, Dewey 
will expand the Roosevelt “brain trust’’ 
idea to a “‘team”’ plan. that includes a small 
group of advisers and executives and en- 
visages close co-operation with Congress, 
conferences with legislative leaders and per- 
haps liaison through the Vice President. 
He has been highly successful in getting 
trained men for state service. 

He told his press conference on Friday, 
that. he earnestly hoped s.me way could be 
found to make use of Warren’s administra- 
tive talents. 

“There iz a colossal job to be done in 
reorganizing the ‘‘nited States Govern- 
ment,” he said, “‘and I think a feasible way 
can be found to relieve the Vice President 
of many of his nominal official duties.” ‘He 
hoped Warren would accept a full partner- 
ship in the reorganization work. Warren 
will be invited to join the cabinet. 


The California Career 
Of Warren—Progressive. 


Dewey boasts that he listens to all advice 
before expressing his own opinion. He is 
afraid that his official position would in- 
fluence othe.'s. Almost in the same breath 
he mockingly complains that “no man was 
ever overruled more often by his associ- 
ates.”’ 

In contrast to his relations with the 
public, Dewey has inspired intense loyalty 
among his intimate advisers, mostly . 

‘about his own age. He relaxes when 
with them but is still the boss. 

He has ch-nged little in appearance since 
the 1944 campaign. His figure is trim and 
athletic and he weighs the same 165 pounds. 
His deep brown eyes—nearly black—still 
seem to pop when he wants to drive home 
a point. He is still conscious in the rres- 
‘ence of photographers, of the gaps in his 
teeth, but is no longer opposed to having 
his picture taken in his shirt sleeves. He 
favors conservative clothes. Although he 
owns a large and profitable dairy farm, he 
will not pose in phony farm pictures. Dur- 
ing the Oregon campaign, however, he un- 
bent enough to be photographed.in a num- 
ber of weird local costumes. 

Mrs. Dewey, the former Frances Eileen 
Hutt of Sapulpa, Okla., who gave up a mu- 
sical comedy singing career to marry Dewey 
a year before he began his public service, 
shuns politics and concentrates her atten- 
tion on her husband and two sons, Thomas 
E. Jr., 15 years old, and John M., 12. 

When not at Albany, the family lives in 
their 12-room colonial farm house at nearby 
Pawling, N. Y. Dewey’s r creations are golf 
—in the 80’s—and softball. He rarely 
takes more than two highballs at one 
sitting. 

Dewey still gives the impression of a 
young man in a hurry. Warren, in con- 
trast, has a “fatherly look.” 

In selecting Warren as his running mate, 
Dewey followed his Albany formula of con- 
sulting the leaders of the party to try for 
as much unanimity as possible in the cir- 
cumstances. He personally telephoned the 
top possibilities *‘» see whe* er they were 
active or passive canaidates or would re- 
fuse to accept if nominated oy the conven- 
tion. In these “feelers” he did not com- 
mit himself—to Stassen n-r to anyone else. 

The California Governor has the task of 


making himself and his local record known : 


to the whole United States. Had he cam- 
paigned for the presidential nomination as 
extensively and intensively as Dewey, he 
would have received more support in the 
convention for the top honor. His explana- 
tion for not doing so was that California 


‘is the fastest growing state in the union—

it has added 2,500,000 persons since the 
1940 census—and required his undivided 


attention. 
That concentration on local affairs paid 


off handsomely in the 1946 state elections 


when he won the nominations for the gov- 
ernorship on the Democratic as well as the 
Republican ticket, thereby eliminating At- 
torney General Robert Kenny, who is now 
working for Henry A. Wallace and the new 
third party. 

Previous to this, in 1944, Warren flatly 
turned down the vice-presidential nomina- 
tiori with Dewey that he accepted yesterday., 
He explained them that he had promised in 
his 1942 campaign that he would remain 
in California until the end of+the war. 


It takes more courage to be a liberal in 
California than in New Yorks In addi- 
tion, Warren has had the courage to criti- 
cize the money-minded program of the 
congressional Republicans in Washington. 
He was against the tax cut, saying that 
it should wait until national debt had 
been reduced. If such a cut could proper- 
ly be made, he said, the greatest relief 
should be given to the low-income groups... 
He was against the hasty removal of price 
controls and has sponsored his own state 
social security program, including compul- 
sory health insurence, disability insure 
ance and liberalization of workmen's 
compensation. 

He has publicly indorsed universal mili- 
tary training, the Marshall plar ‘and a 
more forceful United Nations. Like 
Dewey, he is against outlawing the Ameri- 
can Communists as a political party.

The California delegation demanded 
that the tidelands plank be inserted in the 
platform. 

Warren looks like the westerner he is, 
Well over six feet tall and weighing more 
than 200 pounds, he makes a comfortable; 
homey appearance. He is the son of Scan- 
dinavian immigrea ‘ts. His father lost hig 
railroad job because of his union affilia- 
tions and the family had only an adequate 
income, 


Father of Three Sons

Warren was ambitious to go to college 
and be a lawyer. He paid his way through 
the University of California by clerking 
in a law office. 
| After army service in World W.r I, which 


‘he entered as a private and left as a lieu- 


tenant, he began his public service in the 
lower ranks, a clerk’s job with the Judiciary 
Committee of tk. State Legislature. He 
successively became Deputy City Attorney 
in Oakland, District Attorney o Alameda 
County, Attorney General and Governor, 
He has never been defeated for public office, 

His career is far from being as spec- 
tacular as Dewey’s. He made his record 
in the governorship, a job he believes should 
be non-partisan. President Truman says 
Warren is a Democrat and doesn’t know it, 

He is the father of six children, three 
husky boys and three pretty daughters. 
Now 57 years old, he has been concernea 
about the security of his family and has 
repeatedly said that hé could not afford’ 
the Washington life the vice presidency 
demands. 

He was, however, the logical choice to. 
complement the work of the national con-' 
vention in the writing of the unexpectedly. 
liberal platform and the nomination of 
Dewey for the presidency. ;

The last time I heard this doctrine ex- 
pressed was by the Nazis, who had the 
notion that if they waged a war with 
heretofore unequalled horribleness (the 
German word “schrecklichkeit” is more 
descriptive) their enemies would be 
moved in the direction of yielding. 

As I remember it, the effect was ex- 
actly the opposite. 


Even Americans of German descent 


with strong anti-Semitic prejudices, who 
believed all the standard lies concerning 
Jews, agreed that what the Nazis did 
to the Jews should not go unchallenged. 

The blitzkrieg and civilian bombing 
persuaded no one that here was a foe 
\s0 equipped with terrible weapons and 
the willingness to use them that it would 
be better to accept his terms. 

It did unify world determination to 
destroy the disciples of “Schrecklichkeit.” 

Does anyone seriously believe that 
Russia will be frightened by our re- 
peated assurance that’we will use every 
terrible weapon we now have and can 
discover in the future to assure a mili- 
tary victory? Did the Germans frighten 
Gen. Bradley? They did not, and we 
shall not frighten the Russians. 

We have not frightened them by using 
first the until-then unmatched instru- 
ment of horribleness, the atomic bomb, 
and we will not frighten them by as- 
suring them that we. will use them 
again, in addition to any other terrible 
weapons. |

From Andes to Onbirks 


The President of Venezuela and the President 
of the United States will be in Bolivar, in the 
Polk County hills, on the Fourth of July. That 
is the date which has been selected for the pres- 
entation by Venezuela of a bronze figure of Si- 
mon Bolivar to the Ozark community which hon- 
ors the memory of this South American hero by 
carrying his name. It is going to be a gala cele- 
bration, ripples of which will run along the tele- 
graph wires into newspaper offices and radio 
stations everywhere. And while we do not wish 
to darken its day in the sun, we hope that rath- 
er less attention will be given to Bolivar, the 
town, than to Bolivar, the man. 

Simon Bolivar, the liberator of northern South 
America, is too much neglected in the United 
States where his character and accomplishments 


‘would be ardently admired, if only they were 


better known. Most Americans know him vague- 
ly as the Latin George Washington. But if they 
knew him better, they might wonder whether he 
had not labored even more valiantly for freedom 
than did the planter of Mount Vernon. He was 
the father not of one, but of half-a-dozen coun- 
tries. 

“Bolivar’s life presents one of history’s most 
colossal personal canvases of adventure and 
tragedy, glory and defeat,” says Wallace Thomp- 
son. His 200 battles form perhaps the least part 
of this record. More important was his under- 
standing of the political needs of the colonials 
so blindly exploited by the old Spanish Empire. 
In his devotion to freedom—everybody’s freedom 
—and in his political thinking, this aristocrat 
was far ahead of most of his contemporaries. 
And that may well be why his great efforts fell 
short of full success. | 

As a soldier, Bolivar broke the hold of Spain 
on the Western World. But as a statesman, he 
did not succeed in persuading those he had lib- 
erated to accept his concept of one strong and 
united nation—Colombia—in place of New Gra- 
nada and the other Spanish colonies. But even 
from his death ‘bed, he said: “All of you must 
work for the inestimable good of the Union: the 
people obeying the government in order to avoid 
anarchy; the ministers praying to Heaven for 
guidance: and the military using its sword in 
defense of social guaranties. . . . If my death 
contributes to the end of partisanship and the 
consolidation of the Union, I shall be lowered 
in peace into my grave.” 

Bolivar knew the Spanish-American tendency 
toward dictatorship. He knew that don and 
peon alike yearned for-1t in times of trouble as 
a release from the struggle for social order. ‘I 
never want to hear the word dictator,” he cried. 
He sought to avoid political office, saying that 
he wanted no position except “thé post of dan- 
ger at the head of the soldiers.” He spurned 
rewards, preferring to pour out his own fortune 
and to die poor. Yet toward the end of his ca- 
reer—he died at 47—he blackly exclaimed: “In- 


dependence is the only thing that we have ac- 


quired and that at the cost of everything else.” 

But it was not as-bad as all that. However 
self-seeking men opposed him, he remained the 
idol of the people. One of his biographers,’ 
Thomas Rourke, declares: “There is no figure 
in English or North American history that ex- 
ists today in the consciousness of the people as 
Simon Bolivar exists in the consciousness of 
millions of South Americans. For them he is 
no mere vague, heroic character from the pages 
of books: he is a living entity, a divine, com- 
passionate, omniscient being who dwells apart 
somewhere and guides their destinies.”’ Where 
such admiration for a freedom-fighter persists, 
there always is hope. 

Certainly, the lifa of a man who can make 
such an impression on a continent deserves 
study. Perhaps it will become better known in 
the United States as a result of the ceremonies 
planned for July 4 at Bolivar in the Missouri 
Ozarks.

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Preparedness Comes. First 

Thomas J. Hargrave, chairman of the Muni- 
tions Board, has spread on the record the piti- 
ful facts about stockpiling for national defense. 
The program of accumulating reserves of stra- 
tegic materials began two years ago, yet less 
than 10 per cent of the goal has been achieved. 
And the Congress which has just adjourned ap- 
propriated only $300,000,000 of a total of $2,- 
800,000,000 estimated to be required for the pro- 
gram. 

On nearly everything else connected with na- 
tional defense, Congress was generous enough. 
It appropriated 134 billion dollars for the 
Army, Navy and Air Force, and set aside 6‘ 
billion more to help sustain friendly nations in 
Europe and Asia. But to assure enough copper, 
lead, zinc, manganese, tin, quinine and natural 
rubber, Congress was willing to appropriate only 
$300,000,000.. It seems but little concerned if 
another war catches us as woefully unready in 
this respect as we were when Jap bombs dropped 
on Pearl Harbor and Hickam Field. 

Mr. Hargrave expressed it succinctly. “We 
are,” he said, “behind the eight ball.” One rea- 
son, he admitted, is that the Munitions Board 
itself has hesitated to deprive industry of stra- 
tegic commodities. The time has come, he add- 
ed, to place national safety before industrial 
profits, 

It has heen that time all the while. There 
should be no more shilly-shallying about stra- 
tegic reserves. If industry sustains a certain 
detriment, it is of no consequence. Preparedness 
must come first.

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A Wind Blowing in Canada 


Canadian elections all too often are ignored 
in the United States. Most of us have a feeling 
that the Dominion is a sort of super-Gibraltar, 
unchangeably solid and dependable. But the 
yeast of change is working north of the Great 
Lakes, too. : 

The Conservatives of Ontario, for example, 
have just encountered the surprise of their Jives. 
They called a special election to increase their 
strength in the provincial parliament at Toronto. 
®@ut when the votes were counted, they had lost 
13 of their 66 seats instead of adding to them. 
The Canadian Commonwealth Federation on the 
other hand had increased its representation from 
8 to 22 seats. And the Liberals slipped into a 
sad third position. 

The semi-Socialist CCF has long been strong 
in the prairie provinces, but Tory Toronto was 
a citadel which it had vainly tried to storm. 
This time, however, CCF won 13 of the 17 legis- 


lative seats at stake in the city. Most notable 
of all, a CCF candidate, William Temple, de- 
feated the provincial premier, William Drew. 
The wind of. change is blowing, indeed, and it 
is worth watching in which direction it is car- 


rying the straw. 
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Fair Play for Atomic Scientists 

Star chamber methods of enforcing secrecy in 
work with atomic energy are under attack by the 
Federation of American Scientists, . 

In an impassioned appeal to the public for fair 
play, the federation shows that scientists who 
apply to do atomic work for the Government 
subject themselves to rules whose provisions 
they cannot even learn. 


They cannot find out what standards are used 


in accepting or rejecting them for employment, 
yet rejection may virtually blacklist them for any 
other employment from then on. | 

Army, Navy, Air Force, and Research and De- 
velopment Board all are guilty of judging scien- 
tists by undisclosed standards, and of frustrating 
efforts to bring to light what those standards 
are, the federation charges. : 

Book, chapter and verse of memorandum from 
these agencies are cited by the federation to 
show that prosecutions for espionage have been 
threatened against reputable scientists of Cornell 
University who had the temerity to ask the na- 
ture of these standards. 

In the Bulletin of the Federation of Atomic 
Scientists, the federation says: ‘‘They are wor- 
ried frankly not about any military security but 
about criticism, criticism of the often arbitrary 
and already-much-criticized procedures” used in 
determining whether an applicant is trustworthy. 

On top of ‘these charges comes the disclosure, 
just made, that one of the charges recently 
brought against five scientists at Oak Ridge was: 
“You are reported to be intolerant of security 
regulations.” , $ 

The Federation of American Scientists as a 
body is frankly, belligerently and proudly in- 
tolerant of security regulations when those who 
promulgate them do not think well enough of 
their inherent fairness to be willing to disclose 
and discuss them. So is every other American 
who values his liberties and knows by what 
means they are maintained. 

It is not the scientists, but the authoritarian- 
ism of some Government officials, which is prop- 
erly on trial here. Many things about atomic 
energy must be kept secret, but the standards 
used to determine the trustworthiness of scien- 


tists are not among them. Those standards are 


tolerable in a free counjry only if they are pub- 
licly known and considered fair. 

It is a fine fight that the Federation of Ameri- 
can Scientists is making—and it is a sorry thing 
that the armed services and the Research and 
Development Board have made it necessary. 
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‘Well, Mr. Lochmoeller? 


Why has Prosecuting Attorney William C. Loch- 
moeller not moved against the 13 professional 
bondsmen who gave false information about the 
property security behind their,bonds? Why has 
he waited four months since Circuit Attorney 
James W. Griffin turned the case over to him? 
Why, above all, has Lochmoeller now thrown 
the case back to Griffin? 


Because, Lochmoeller contends, if any crime 
was committed, it was perjury. Perjury is a fel- 
ony, and it is Circuit Attorney Griffin's duty to 
prosecute felonies. 

To be perjury, however, a falsehood must be 
under oath and in a particular judicial proceei- 
ing. “The statements from these bondsmen were 
not under oath. They were made in general or 
“blanket” applications which they submitted for 
permission to operate as bondsmen. Therefore, 
the falsehoods are not perjury but the making 
of false affidavits, a misdemeanor. And it is 
the Prosecuting Attorney’s duty to prosecute 
misdemeanors. 

Why, then, is Lochmoeller washing his hands 
of the affair? Why has he killed so much time 
that 13 bondsmen breathe easier with each day 
that passes toward the end of the one-year statute 
of limitations? ' 


Next in the Philippines 

The amnesty which the Quirino Government 
has extended to the armed Filipino peasants 
relieves the painfulness of a symptom. It does 
not touch the cause. Land continues to be held 
by a few in excessively large parcels, and to be 
farmed according to a tenancy system which is 
a relic of Spanish colonial days. 

It is from these ills on the land that the Huk- 
balahaps and the National Peasants’ Union drew 
their cause, their popularity, and their strength. 
As in Italy, and India, and many other parts of 
the world, there will be unrest in the Philippines 
as long as adequate land reforms are not car- 
ried out. 

Until President Quirino tackles these funda- 
mentals, nothing else he can do will be_any bet- 
ter than palliatives. 
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About Words 


Edgar Allan Poe once said that he did “not 
believe that any thought is out of the reach of 
language.” Few writers will agree. Even those 
who derive endless pleasures from rich vocabu- 
laries are forced to confess the inadequacy of 
words. They find it well nigh impossible to 
get an idea onto paper as it is in their minds. 

Everybody who has tried to'’write even the 
most. casual letter must feel that almost always 
something is lost between the thought and the 
sentence which is méant to express it. Thoughts 
have a way of coming into being in their entire- 
ty. But to get a thought with all its nuances 
onto paper requires phrase after laboriously 
constructed phrase. And when all the work’s 
done, it is likely to be disappointing. 

Because of its quickness, speech sometimes 
seems to have an advantage over writing. Yet 
there is danger that it may pile up so many 
words that the thought is buried.rather than 
exhibited by them. Usually, speech is less dis- 
ciplined and therefore less clear than writing. 
The tongue’ has fewer defenses than the pen 
against that lexicon of cliches which is ever 
open to those who would gloss over their in- 
adequacies.

But granted that writing may be more precise 
and more clear, granted that it has a craftsman- 
ly beauty ‘of its own, the thought which it finally 
expresses is hardly the thought originally in the 
mind. Who has ever poured a sunset into words; 
or transmitted an emotion in all its felt purity? 
The idea perceived and the idea expressed prob- 
ably never are the same. That is why the blank 
sheet under the pen is so discouraging. But be- 
cause of the continuing hope that the one ean 
be made equal to the other, it also ig so chal- 


lenging. 
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ROUGH ON THE OTHER TENANTS 


And cliches are the bog of blind- 
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An English View of Thomas E. Dewey

A skeptical visitor to the Governor's man- 
aion at Albany is shocked to find that the 
Governor's lieutenants are not party hacks 
but men of. national, even international, 
reputation in their work. The state com- 
missioners especially in engineering, 
finance, mental hygiene and agriculture — 
are the kind of men who, as Dewey once 
put it, “want to give up $50,000 a year to 
work willingly for $12,000.” 

That Dewey picks brains to flank _ his 
throne is obvious by now. That he wins 
them to enthusiastic loyalty is barely pub- 
lic knowledge. For there is a public image 
of him that not even his loyal lieutenants, 
or the presence of his lovely wife, have 
been able to erase. It i8 of a foxy, with- 
drawn man who labors after the one hu- 
man quality that cannot be labored: friend- 
liness, intimacy, humility. 

Americans are extraordinarily quick to 
reject a man’s valuation of himself and 
sense his inner misgivings. Perhaps it is a 
protective sense. which helps them thread 


their way through the national circus cf: 


superficial cordiality and the blatant mar- 
keting of “personality.” 


Pose of “Kindly Determination” 


At any rate, it is the springing source of 
much of their popular wit. And when Mr. 
Dewey sets his jaw and looks with what 
he hopes is kindly determination into the 
kodachrome cameras, the resultant pos/ers 
remind everybody again of the universal 
crack that he is the original Man on the 
Wedding Cake. He does not talk about 
his small size, but the public notices that 
when he wants to stress a point he stands 
on tiptoe. So the “New Yorker” withdrew 
its vote from him four years ago when it 
imagined the grouping of the next Big 
Three conference: “Stalin and Churchill 
opposite Tom Dewey, sitting on a Manhat- 
tan telephone book.” 

It was a fundamental trait that made 
him, as an adolescent, nurse an ambition 
to be an opera singer. It was just as funda- 
méntal, however, that he weighed the finan- 
cial prospects of his warm baritone and 
chose the law, using his voice on the side 
in a church choir for an extra $15 a week 
he could take or leave. 


Up from Criminal Court 


The remark of an old music critic, who 
caught a youthful recital of his, that he 
had a good voice but sang “without im- 
pulse” is a way of describing the vague 
general skepticism about his capacity for 
leadership. It is hard for all but His inti- 
mates to say what, if any, is his driving 
force, except the gnawing ambition that is 
common to all presidential candidates ex- 
cept Taft. vd 

This is a queer fate for a man who as 
long as 10 years ago was the small boy's 
hero, the G-man incarnate. He came up 
from an obscure New York law firm to be 
appointed Special .Prosecutor of Rackets. 
Every Manhattan taxpayer was then un- 
knowingly disbursing about $130 a year as 
protection to the innumerable transporta- 
tion and service rackets which flourished 
on the fact that Manhattan is an island 
and must have its food and cement and 
laundry come in by truck or ferry. Dewey 
overlooked the messengers, the hired thugs, 
the pimps and stool-pigeons, and went after 
the inconspicuous lords of these various 
forms of vice. 

He uncovered a vaat city proatitution 
packet, He reached up to a famous Tam- 


many leader and jailed him. He had an 
ex-president of the New York Stock Ex- 
change convicted of grand larceny. His 
record of 72 convictions in 73 indictments 
made him a national benefactor, spawned 
a whole species of “B” films, and intro- 
duced him to the beguiling vision of a 
home in the White House. 

Since then he has gone after the presi- 
dency with the humorless calculation of a 
certified public accountant in pursuit of the 
Holy Grail.. At times it has not been a 
winning spectacle. But slowly his tenacity 
has reaped the respect of small business- 
meén, some school teachers and most ‘tax- 
payers. 

At. his insistence, New York was the first 
state to havé a racial Fair .Employment 
Act, which has been prosecuted alertiy 
enough to repay handsomély such people 
as Jews deliberately excluded from jobs 


and Negroes who were refused service in 
hair-dressers and restaurants. He did a 
little, not enough; to raise teachers’ éal- 
aries, cut the state income tax in half, and 
made the cure of the insane the goal of 
their modern medical care. 


He has amassed a state postwar recon- 
atruction fund of which other Governors 
sicken in envy. He boasts a state slum- 
clearance and low-income housing project 
which is bigger and better than anything 
the other 47 states have got under way. 
Veterans’ organizations say that “under 
way” is the only operative word, but as 
yet no other sta¥e has the foundations down 
of so many cheap city flat projects, 

For the first time in 170 years a Repub- 
lican Governor was re-elected to a second 
term. 

The case of his admirers rests on the 
contention that he would do for Washing- 
ton and the nation what he has done with 
undeniable energy, but with disputable re- 
sults, for New York. However, the country 


knows little about his administration at 
Albany, and its willingness to rate him the 
outstanding “regular” contender for the 
Republican nomination is due to the know!l- 
edge of his éfficient and mation-wide ma- 
chine and to the dutiful respeeé he Bas for 
the party organization. 

This, again, is a matter of indifference to 
foreigners, who tend to underestimate both 
his ability and his prestige. He is known 
abroad, after all, by his rather oracular 
pronouncements on national policy, and 
especially fortign policy, on which he is 
weakest. 

He has been abroad once, as a student, 
but there is little evidence that he has until 
lately read any history or caréd much 
about economic geography. He is conse- 
quently a master of courageous double- 
talk when it comes to international issues 
that have not crossed his path or American 
regional issues he hag not read about. 


Finger in the Wind 


The moment the news was out of the 
State Department’s “offer",of a talk with 
Stalin, Dewey cried “Great news!” Days 
after London and Paris had advertised 
their alarm, he leaped to the admonition, 
“Only if our friends are in it with us.” 


He has 4 trick of hasty recovery, which 
makes many people feel that he is guided 
by no convictions but first wets his finger 
to the wind and then sticks his policies to- 
gcther, piece by fashionable piece, like a 
wary stamp collector who wants to have 
all the best issues. 


Thus, again, in Oregon, where Western 
representation in the Cabinet is a quadren- 
nial slogan, he seethed with bold promises 
of “multiple-power projects” in the name of 
a party that has fought them tooth and 
nail for decades. He lightly promises the 
administration of the West to Westerners 
‘without pausing to recall that the great 
scandals of Western exploitation, from Tea- 
pot Dome to the late mass rape of Douglas 
fir, have been inva.iably done by West- 


erners. 
Gift for Learning and Growing 


This fondness for the C’.. ‘chillian sweep, 
in a man who has not one iota of Church- 
ill’s historical knowledge or experience, is 
the showiest of his wea :nesses. It ridicules 
his gift to learn and grow, which lately 
he has shown by his farming policies in 
New York, his shedding of an elocutionary 
manner, and his human admission that he 
wishes he were two inches taller. 


But evidently believing that a presid.n- 
tial candidate unabie to sce the world 
steadily and see it wholé is an obvicus 
freak of nature, he wields great and con- 
tradictory abstractions over the face of 
the whole planet. Whereas, though he 
would look foolish tn Roosevelt's cape. he. 
would be a far finer administrator than 
Roosevelt ever was.

ESPITE Army Secretary Roy- 
all’s intervention in behalf of 
a free press, some five months 
ago, S.C.A.P.’s attitude towards 
correspondents in Japan has not 
changed.

MacArthur’s headquarters doesn’t 
want the American people to know 
what is going on in Japan, in this 
correspondent’s opinion. 

Time and again in recent weeks, 
officials of the Supreme Command 
for the Allied Powers have flatly 
refused to answer legitimate in- 
quiries. They have imposed rigid 
censorship on subordinates or. de- 
liberately stalled in hope that cor- 
respondents would lose interest. 
They also have tried to shut off 
correspondents from Japanese 
sources. 

On more than one occasion, 
Japanese friends in official circles 
have told me: “GHQ ordered me 
not to discuss that subject with 
American correspondents.” 

Three weeks ago I approached 
Maj. Gen. H. J. Casey, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s chief engineer, on Army 
construction and occupation costs 
in Ja a subject which nobody 
at GHQ appears willing to discuss. 

Gen, Casey suggested that “the 
people of America are not inter- 
ested in such a story.” 

Pressed, he asked for a written 
list of questions. A list was sub-

T is fortunate that great works 
Je art in media like painting, 

‘music and architecture, do not 
need to be tampered with to 
make them acceptable to later 
generations. But with literature 
it is different. There are many 
cases where it is not only legiti- 
mate but praiseworthy for a com- 
petent editorial hand to get to 
work among its old-fashioned 
pages and archaic phrases. Al- 
though some woypld argue the 
point, maintaining that a play of 
Shakespeare for nstance is en- 
tirély sacrosanct, this reviewer 
agrees with those who contend 
that a classic is doing far bet- 
ter being actually read than left 
to gather dust on library shelves, 
as too often becomes their fate 
in these hectic, unleisured days. 
With reading tastes changing, 
and the language itself chang- 
ing, first-aid should surely be 
administered periodically to the 
classics if they are not to be 
drowned by the unceasing flood 
of new books that pour from 
the publishers.

The cen- 
tral idea is strong and provoca- 
tive if not wholly original, -the 
development is logical and close- 
ly knit, the tension is cumulative 
and the characters are all clearly 
defined.

But even if her character is 
felt to be too arbitrarily drawn 
the story still holds its interest 
because it is evident from the 
start that the child is a fated 
being. The meticulous care 
with which she is guarded, the 
vague alarm that’s generated by 
her slightest indisposition, and 
the fact that she is the continu- 
ing focus of everyone’s interest, 
gives her an unnatural and a 
disquieting importance. 

So the whole action unrolls 
in an atmosphere of apprehen- 
sion, all the more pervasive be- 
cause the outward face of things 
is so cheerful, ‘50 normal, s0 
thoroughly typical of the whole- 
some life of an English country- 
side. 

If it’s not among the best of 
the Henry James novels it is still 
an absorbing story and one, 
moreover, that should find ac- 
ceptance where “‘The Wings of 
the Dove,” for instance, would 
never be opened.

ERE are three books that 
Hn prepare the citizen bet- 
ter to do his duty as a voter 
in the 1948 presidential election. 

The first is a magnificent picture 

book about all 33 of our Presi- 

dents. The second is a review 
of the seven accidental chief 
executives—those who were Vice 

President and became President 

on the death in office of their 

running mate. The third is an 
anecdotal history of political 
party conventions beginning in 

1832 when the first nominating 

convention was held by the 

Henry Clay boosters. 

While Messrs. Milhollen and 
Kaplan attempt no appraisal of 
the men who have occupied the 
presidency, the differences be- 
tween the great leaders in office 
and the lesser ones, stand out in- 
evitably.. There are 29 pictures 
relating to Washington and only 
11 concerning Millard Fillmore, 
27 about Lincoln and only nine 
about Benjamin Harrison, 20 
about Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
just half that many showing or 
relating to Harry Truman. 

These pictures come from a 
wide variety of sources and they 
represent just about every form 
of pictorial art. The first is a 
mezzotint of the Father of Our 
Country after a Gilbert Stuart 
painting and the last is a Harris 
and Ewing photograph of the 
1947 Cabinet. Between these are 
more than 400 Currier and Ives 
lithographs, Kimberly engrav- 
ings, paintings by Sully and 
West, Mathew Brady daguerreo-

UCH contemporary poetry 
displays a certain atmos- 
phere of obdurate brittle- 
ness which tends to prevent the 
general public from appreciating 
its subject matter. This does not 
hold true of Mr. Coleman’s 
verse: His verse cannot be called 
stilted nor can it be termed sen- 
timental. His poems for the 
most part fall in middle ground:. 
i.e., he skillfully avoids both ex- 
tremities—the obscure and the 
cliche. Because of this he will 
reach a larger section of readers 
than many other good poets 
writing today. 

The thematic material of “Aft- 
ermoods”’ ranges ‘from the “ro- 
mantic” to the “metaphysical” 
or “symbolic.” All of the poems 
reflect a genuineness of emotion 
and the pulse of this poet’s heart- 
beat. However, if a choice is to 
be made, one would choose the 
slighter poems which, though 
highly volatile, have caught his 
mood more precisely and fully 
than the heavier poems. The 
symbolic poems are half-symbol 
and half-shadow. 

From a technical point of 
view, Mr. Coleman’s poetry is 
uniformly good. His imagery is 
fresh and has been selected with 
sensitive discretion, His rhythm 
is smooth and its flow is facili- 
tated by a cautious use of as- 
sonance and alliteration. In or- 
der to appreciate the rhythmic 
aspect more fully, the poetry 
should be read aloud as the poet 
recommends in his introduction 
to this volume. 

Today, the ranks of poetry 
have been split and partisans fa- 
voring a firm stand on one posi- 
tion or another may believe that 
Mr. Coleman should go into a 
definite camp and stop his pres- 
ent vacillation. The majority of 
his readers, however, will prob- 
ably feel that his ability to han- 
die varied themes with varied 
techniques shows that he has as- 
similated the poetry of many 
periods and that his sensitivity 
and insight are extensive and 
that he is justified: in employing 
a diversity of styles. 

The illustrations in this volume 
are by Siegfried Reinhardt. Both 
Mr. Reinhardt and Mr. Coleman 
are St. Louisans.

The board had something to do 
with the fast coal settlement. 
Lewis and operators representing 
two-thirds of the bituminous coal 
industyy talked for less than 48 
hours and came up with a con- 
tract. Tactful prodding by the 
board members got Lewis and the 
operators together. 

The court decision last Tuesday 
by+United States District Judge 
T. Alan Goldsborough really pro- 
vided the break in the coal stale- 
mate, however. The Judge upheld 
Lewis in his pension fight. So the 
operators, bowing to the court, ac- 
cepted that and went to work on 
other details of a new contract. 
Most industry and union repre- 
sentatives thought the steel com- 
pany “captive” mine interests 
“would follow suit before the min- 
ers’ 10-day vacation, which started 
. today, is over July 6.

The first big break 
came just a month earlier—on 
May 25—when General Motors sud- 
denly announced an 11-cent -hourly 
pay increase for its workers, 
hitched to the cost of living. 
Wages will continue to go up—or 
may come down—with the Govern- 
ment’s standard cost of living in- 
dex. 

Before the dramatic General 
Motors announcement, industry 
séemed determined to halt the 
race between postwar wages and 
prices. “Third round” pay in- 
creases were being flatly turned 
down by management. 

Determined “noes” were shout- 
ed by United States Steel Corp., 
General Electric and Westing- 
house, Ford Motor Co., the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
and similar industrial giants. 

A bitter effort of the ‘CIO-Unit- 
ed Packing House Workers to bet- 
ter the 9-cent hourly pay in- 
crease accepted from the big meat 
packers by the rival AFL Meat 
Cutters resulted in a long ‘and 
costly strike for the CIO union. 
It had to take the 9-cent offer 
in the end.

NLRB RULES SUPERVISOR

WASHINGTON, June 26 (UP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board has ruled unanimously that 
a@ group of employes seeking to 
overthrow a union in their plant 
may not be represented by a super- 
visor. The order was the first of 
its kind under the Taft-Hartley 
Act and marked a victory for Dis- 
trict 50, United Mine Workers.

3. Distribute mandatory pro- 
curement orders among sMall 
business concerns to keep them 
from being squeezed out of busi- 
ness by impending Material 
shortages. 

4. Compel manufacturers to 
convert their plants, if neces- 
sary, to fill mandatory military 
orders. 

5. Take over and operate any 
Plants which may be needed to 
carry out the rearmament pro- 
gram, if an owner balks. 

6. Subject balking manufac- 
turers to imprisonment~ up to 
three years, fines up to $50,000 
or both.

PROGRAM CALLED 
FAILURE IN REICH 


Conference Told Allies 
Give Important Posts to 
Men Who Led Ger. 
many Into War. 


TAMIMENT, Pa., June 26 (AP) 
—-The de-Nazification program in 
Germany has failed badly says 
Dr. Jean Pajus, former adviser to 
the Foreign Economic Adminis- 


tration and the United States 
Treasury. 

Speaking at the fourteenth an- 
nual conferenee of the Tamiment 
Social and Economic Institute, Dr. 
Pajus, who formerly taught eco- 
nomics at the University of Cali- 
fornia, said the very people who 
in Germany today are talking 
about the peace of this world are 
the same whe led us into World 
War I. 

Heinrich Dinkelbach, a promi- 
nent Nazi and the man who paid 
50,000,000 marks to the Nazi party, 
was appointed head of the iron 
and steel industry of the Ruhr in 
1947, Dr. Pajus said. The Nazi 
banker and general of the SS, 


* Baron von Schroder, the man who 


put Hitler in power, was released 
last year in the British zone, he 
added. 

Cartels Back Again. 

He declared that tne cartels and 
monopolies that have in the past 
harmed American economy are 
back again in occupied Germany. 

Outside Germany, Dr. Pajus 
said, the international steel cartel 
of Luxembourg, established in 1926 
by German heavy industry, is 
active again. Aloys Meyer, Ger- 
many’s representative for 20 years 
in Luxembourg, was allowed to 
resume his post the day Luxem- 
bourg was freed by our troops, he 
told the several hundred confer- 
ence guests. 

“It is no secret,” he eontinued, 
“that Heinrich Kost, a prominent 
cartelist and Nazi since 1932, was 
Placed as head of the coal pro- 
duction of the Ruhr. 

“As matters now stand,” added 
Dr. Pajus, “the production of coal 
has been deliberately kept low and 
the sabotage is such that at least 
20 per cent of Germany’s coal out- 
put vanishes in the black market.” 

Dr. Pajus called the Ruhr “still 
the heart of Europe. He who con- 
trols the Ruhr controls Europe.” 

Still a Danger of War. 

“As long as the proposed inter- 
national authority for the Ruhr 
does not assure.the 16 nations, 
including Germany, that the for- 
mer owners and cartelists will 
have nothing to do with the steel, 
coal and chemical industries, the 
16 nations, plus Germany, cannot 
be sure of peace,” said Dr. Pajus. 

“When the workers of Germany 
—the non-Communists—are strik- 
ing, it is because we are almost 
invariably selecting prewar na- 
tionalistic and bellicose forces to 
run the Ruhr again. This does 
not augur well for the peace of, 
Europe,” he concluded. 


NEW THREAT OF OKLAHOMA 
FLOOD; TENTH VICTIM FOUND 


OKLAHOMA CITY, June 26 
(AP)—New (floods threatened 
parts of Oklahoma today, as the 
body of another victim of a flash 
flood earlier this week was found. 
The body of l-year-old Gary 
Griesen, was discovered by a 
searching . party. The - child’s 
mother, Mrs. Harvey Friesen of 
Weatherford, Okla. also was 
drowned when Deer Creek ran 
over its banks. 

Flood deaths have reached 10. 
One person is still missing. 

There was new danger of floods 
from the Verdigris river in north- 
east Oklahoma. The Oklahoma 
Highway Patrol reported a rise 
of six and one-third feet at Coffey- 
ville, Kan., just north of the Ok- 
lahoma line. The river was rising 
downstream at Nowata at the rate 
of four inches an hour. 


HUNGARIANS REVEAL ARREST . 
OF BRITISH OIL OFFICIAL 


BUDAPEST, June 26 (UP)— 
The government announced today 
that Alexander Evans, British, 
manager of Steana Romana Oil 
Co., was arrested June 8 while 
trying to leave the country. 

An official. ‘communique said 
Evans was seized by police as he 
travelled through Budapest by 
train. He was turned over to a 
court. 

The announcement said a com- 
plaint had been filed against 
Evans on the day of his intended 
departure charging him with di- 
verting funds to “so-called benevo- 
lent aid.” 

It said Evans, under question- 
ing, admitted payments totaling 
$100,000. The announcement de- 
clared Evans said his activity was 
carried out with the approval of 
his firm’s headquarters.

REDS REPORTED STEPPING UP 
ACTIVITY IN SOUTHEAST ASIA 


Survey Shows Native Communists Openly 
Bidding for Power in Malaya and 
Indonesia, Active Elsewhere. 


By STANLEY SWINTON 

SINGAPORE, June 26 (AP)— 
The flood of Communism is spill- 
ing south from China over the 
rich lands of southeast Asia. Com- 
munists are openly bidding for 
power in Malaya and Burma, and 
are trying to infiltrate into pesi- 
tions of influence in long-estab- 

Hshed non-Communist indepen- 
dence movements in Indochina 
and Indonesia. Even in conserva- 
tive Siam an increase in Commu- 
nist activity is reported. 

Information from southeast 
Asia’s capitals and from British 
indicates Communist 
aims are twofold: 

1. To slow the flow of rubber, 
tin, oil and other strategic raw 
materials into recovery factories 
and defense stockpiles of the 
United States and western Eu- 
rope 

2 To lay the foundation for 
an eventual strike for full po- 
litical contro]. 

Strategic Moment. 
: If the Communists are engaged 
in a major effort—as confidential 
reports indicate—it comes at a 
atratcgie moment. 

Non-Communist nationalist in- 
dependence movements have been 
stalemated in Indonesia and Indo- 
china. Disillusionment may per- 
mit the Communists to make head- 
way. | 

Since the war, labor unions have 
mushroomed among Asiatic work- 
men, many of whom are paid as 
little as $15 a month though living 
costs are many times prewar. 
These new unions lack experi- 
enced leaders, and Communists 
have moved into positions of in- 
fluence on a large scale. Unrest 
and disturbed conditions provide 
a fertile field, 

Natfonalist struggles for free- 
dom’ from colonial rule are the 
outgrowth of half a century of 
development. Neutral observers 
agree these movements are not 
basically communistic, although 
some foreign business interests 
and colonial administrators seek 
to label them so. 

Orders for the Communist of- 
fensive are believed by authorities 
to have come from elsewhere in 
Asia, but not from Russia or 
China. 

“D-day” in Malaya was seven 
weeks ago. 

This is the picture, country by 
country, as reported by Associated 
Press correspondents: 

Indonesia The Indonesian re- 
public is gradually being worn 
down by what is in effect a 
Dutch economic blockade during 
a year of so-far fruitless United 
Nations negotiations for a per- 
manent settlement. The repub- 
licans have steadily lost influence 
since the Dutch military offensive 
ast summer which drove repub- 
lican forces out of the richest 
sections of Java and Sumatra.

So far the Indonesian Commu- 
nist party has been insignificant 
‘numerically, but it has aligned 
with the Labor party, the Socialist 
party (a left-wing splinter group) 
and youth groups in a “peoples’ 
democratic front.” Recent recog- 
nition of the republic by the So- 
viet Union and outspoken Soviet 
support for the Indonesians at 
Lake Success have increased the 
front’s influence among non-Com- 
munists. 

Indochina’s Situation. 

Indochina — About 120,000 
French and “French colonial 
troops have frustrated Viet Nam 
hopes for independence but have 
not yet been able actually to de- 
feat the nationalists. The French 
sponsored apparently successful 
native governments in two south- 
ern Indochina protectorates — 
Cambodia and Laos. Communist 
influence there is negligible, In 


far more important Tonkin, An-/: 


nam and Cochin China the French 
have set up a “central Viet Nam 
government” which most foreign 


gime virtually without popular 
support. To head their new re- 
gime they are re-enthroning the 
former Emperor Bao Dai. 

Communist influence already is 
strong in Viet Nam. Only 10 or 
20 per cent of the Viet Nam rev- 
olutionary rank and file are Com- 
munists, but the top leadership 
avowedly is Communist. It in- 
cludes three Comintern veterans, 
President Ho Chi Minh, Nguyen 
Giap and Tran Van Giau. 

The vest majority of Viet Nam- 
ese are non-Communist, but again 
disillusion may bring a sharp in- 
crease in Communist followers. 
French security officers say Chi- 
nese Communists have been in- 
creasingly active in recent 
months. 

Malaya First Target. 

Malaya—The first Cousannies 
target in Southeast Asia is Ma- 
laya, the world’s greatest pro- 
ducer of natural rubber. There, 
guerrilla warfare already is under- 
way. British officials say there 
is direct evidence that it is Com- 
munist-directed. Malcolm Mac- 
Donald, commissioner general for 
the United Kingdom in Soytheast 
Asia, charges that since mid-May 
there has been a “desperate ef- 
fort to impose the rule of gun 
and knife in plantations, mines 
and factories.” 

Terrorist attacks by small Com- 
munist. bands against’ estates, 
mines and Chinese Kuomintang 
leaders have averaged more than 
one @ day. At least 24 Chinese 
and Europeans have been killed 
in these attacks. 

The Communists ntrol an 
army of up to 5000 trained guer- 
rillas who operated under Allied 
officers against the Japanese dur- 
ing the war. These men operate 
on a military basis and are well 
armed and officered. In addition 
they control several dozen killer 
gangs, numbering from 10 to 24 
each, whose specific task is the 
assassination of Europeans and 
Chinese in key positions on rub- 
ber estates and tin mines. 

Rubber production has been 
slowed. 

The Government has struck 
back hard. Emergency police 
powers have been invoked both 
in Malaya and Singapore. These 
suspend virtually all normal pro- 
visions of British law, impose the 
death penalty for carrying arms, 
grant police the right to search 
without warrants and give author- 
ities the right to jail people con- 
sidered to be troublemakers. 

Military reinforcements have 
been moved north in Malaya, and 
600 persons have been arrested 
in mass raids. But the assassina- 
tions continue. 

Although numerically weak, the 
Communists hold key positions in 
left-wing labor organizations and 
dominate one nationalist organiza- 
tion. It appears that the job of 
rogting them out will be a long, 
hard task. 

Fighting in Burma. 

Burma—Open fighting has been 
reported for months. between Com- 
munist guerrillas and forces of 
the leftist government. Before 
Britain granted Burma independ- 
ence in January, the Communists 
were among the loudest advocates 
of immediate independence. Once 
it was granted, they turned against 
the new independent government. 
A ferment of demands for auton- 
omy by local groups complicates 
the task of the government. 

Siam—Police Chief Chartrakarn 
Kosol says there has been in- 
creased Communist activity in 
Bangkok, including secret meet- 
ings and increased left-wing labor 
activity. Although relatively calm, 
Siam fears it may be next on the 
Communist list. About. 60 alleged 
Communists have been rounded 
up for banishment. Official meas- 
ures are planned to prevent Chi- 
nese Communists from infiltrating 
across the border from Malaya. 

A Russian Embassy was estab- 
lished at Bangkok last year. 
There has been speculation it 
might become the nerve center for 
Communist activity in all South- 
east Asia. But qualified British 
and American informants say 
there is no evidence of this yet. 

Siam has a right-wing govern- 
ment headed by Field Marshal 
Pibul Songgram. The only Com- 
munist member of Parliament was

NEW STEEL PROCESS 
IN BRITAIN CALLED 
REVOLUTIONARY 


Enables Rolling Mills to Cast 
Own Billets — ‘Other 
Metals’ Used. 


WOLVERHAMPTON, England, 
June 26 (AP)—Ductile Steel, Ltd., 
claims development of a new steel 


making process which will prove 
as revolutionary as the Bessemer 
furnace. 

The new process, the company 
said, will make it possible for roll- 
ing mills in England’s Midlands to 
cast their own stee] billets instead 
of bringing them in from steel- 
works. 

“The rudimentary principle,” 
said Frank Hall, company chair- 
man, “is that light scrap, which is 
easily obtainable and of little use 
to stee] makers, and other metals 
can be fused with a mixture dis- 
covered by our inventor and 
melted into the finest quality steel 
ready for pouring into molds.” 

He said the “other metals” and 
the mixture were a secret. 

“As the mold cools off it can 
be opened and the billet is then 
ready for reheating and rolling 
into strip and conduit tubing,” 
he added. 

“In the Midlands there is an un- 
limited supply of the necessary in- 
gredients.” 

In the Bessemer process most 
widely used in the industry, steel 
is made from cast iron by blow- 
ing a blast of air through the mol- 
ten meta] to burn out carbon and 
other impurities.

How Movie Stars 


Learn Their Lines 
By Harold Heffernan 


HOLLYWOOD, June 26, 

OVIE sound stages are, in some respects, like the average 
schoo] classroom. Actors are the pupils. Many are bright, 
others dull. There are the fast “studies,” and there dre 
the ones who ponder long and laboriousl: over their “lessons.” 
The three “R’s” have no 

place in the exclusive cur- 

riculum of the film actors. 

Everything is concentrated 

on the one subject—mem- 

ory. If a rlayer comes out 

before the camera with his 

lines thoroughly memorized 

and ready tc fly at a mo- 

ment’s notice, he goes to the 


head of tHe class. The direc- 


tor sits in as the teacher 
here. He wants no. red 
apples—just a first-rate re- 
cital of lines from the 
script. It’s no disgrace for 
a player ‘o blow up. All of 
them do. .-The distressing 
featurc, of course, is that 
many of them err too often; 
and there’s nothing that 
can set a production back 
on its ear or skyrocket a 
budget faster than persist- 
ent iaenory lapses of this 
type. Certain actors take to memorizing lines like Esther 
Williams does to water and these, naturally, are the people 
directors like to gather round them when making a picture. 
The fast studies, however, are not always the ones to give 
the best performances. But they’re very much easier on a 
film-maker’s nerves. .

“I don’t know of a 
more natural appearing actor on the screen than, MacMurray,” 
said one director. “He seldom finishes a scene without 
repeated blowups, but all you have to do is take a look at 
the rushes that night to realize with what easy-going brilliance 
he delivers his lines. Fred simply sparkles.” A man who 
has directed Jimmy Cagney in three -pictures was highest in 
praise of the actor's ability to assimilate and then put over 
the dialogue. “I saw him take twe full pages from his script, 
sit down and read it over twice,” said this director. “It took 
him no more than 10 minutes to do this. He got up, exchanged 
words with some people before we were ready to shoot, and 
then went right in there and spoke two pages without a fluff. 
I never saw anyihing like it, but it’s routine business for 
Jimmy.”

@ DA ID BUTLER, WHO DIRECTED half.a doze~ of her 
early films, says there’s no question ebout Shirley Temple 
being the fastest and soundest study in all screen annals. 
And to this day, other directors declare, the grown-up Miss 
Temple retains that faculty for putting over her dialogue 
without a miss. As a tot, this unerring ability—which caused 
her to be ‘agged “One Take Temple”—was disconcerting to 
many an adult performer working in tne same picture. Adolphe 
Menjou becomes rankled to this day whenever he thinks 
back on his experience with the five-year-old Shirley while 
the two were appearing in “Little Miss Marker,” which is 
being refilmed today under the title of “Sorrowful Jones.”

Humphrey Bogart 
also waits until an hour or so before shooting, then faces 
the camera with fair success. On the other hand, Barbara 
Stanwyck makes real work of her script. She writes her lines 
out in long hand, not once but often a dozen times—penning 
them over and over until they become fixed in her mind.

Denver Wright, Back From Aerial Trip to Central Amer- 


ica, Didn't Shoot Much Game but Is° Convinced . - 


That Flying and Hunting Make an Ideal Combination 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., 


June 26. 
ECAUSE he is a man who 
won't give up, Denver M. 
Wright has earned the title 
of St. Louis’ number one big 
game hunter. The title comes not 
so much as a result of the game 
he has bagged as the persistence 
he displays in going after it. 
This persistence sometimes 
lands him in strange predica- 
ments, some of which are likely 
to turn out to be more interesting 
than the hunt itself. Wright’s lat- 
est trip, which started out as an 
aerial junket up the Amazon river, 
is no_ exception. 
Wright didn’t get up the Ama- 
zon river, and he 


fie did manage to get himself ar- 


rested in two different Central 


American countries. On the other 
hand, he has proven to his own 
satisfaction that flying and big 
game hunting are an ideal com- 
bination, 

When Wright, and his pilot, 
Irvin Leight, St. Louis flyer and 
ex-Army pilot, landed at this bor- 
der town, on their return to the 
United States, they had completed 
nearly 5000 miles of flying, cover- 
ing every country in Central 
America and flying over all sorts 
of terrain, including dense jungle, 
without a single mishap. 

“The airplane,” Wright grinned 
as he climbed out of the two-place 
Stinson, “is here to stay.” , 

While Wright has been hunting 
big game ever since the early 
1930s, when he developed some- 
thing of a taste for it by staging 
his own lion hunt on an island in 
the Mississippi river with a couple 
of retired circus lions, flying is to 
him a new adventure, and a highly. 
satisfactory one. 

Until he purchased the Stinson 
plane about three months ago, his 
flying experience had been limited 
to a few business trips in commer- 
cial liners. His trip through Cen- 
tral America is, as far as he 
knows, the first such junket ever 
attempted in a small private 
plane. 

“It was a wonderful trip,” he 
said, “and I think you’re going 
to see a lot of the boys who have 
private planes going down to that 
country in the near future. And 
it doesn’t cost a lot of money. 
I’m definitely going to learn to fly 
this machine myself.” 

Wright is a tall, lean and rugged 
individual, deeply tanned by the 
tropical sun; and although he is 
crowding 60 he has the enthusi- 
asms of a young man. He is a 
successful manufacturer of leather 
goods and, as he explains it, his 
business is now so organized that 
he has both the time and the 
money to indulge his enthusiasms, 
chief among which has always 
been the pursuit of game of one 
kind or another. The trip from 
which he just returned is, he 
thinks, his tenth trip into Mexico 
and Central America after big 


game. 

Sitting in the Le Jardin Hotel 
here, over a cold bottle of beer

Vera Cruz, Wright told of his ad-

He met his first obstacle when 
he landed at Brownsville on May 
16, only to learn that Mexico has 
passed some new regulations re- 
garding crossing the border with 
arms and ammunition, regulations 
which his permit failed to cover. 
He was held up at Brownsville for 
14 days, but finally, with permits 
in order, he and Leight took off 
along the gulf coast to Vera Cruz, 
by way of Tampico.

and crossing the Gulf of Fonseca, 
where El Salvador, Honduras and 
Nicaragua join, and where Wright 
experienced his first uneasiness as 
a flyer. It was his first time over 
open water. ‘ 

“And I don’t like cold watér,” 
he explained with a grin. “It’s 
a trip of about 40 miles across the 
gulf, It’s not too comfortable a 
feeling when you don’t have a life 
raft.”

cific railroad had once granted 
him a pass on their lines through 
Mexico. ‘This seemed to impress 
them more than anything. 

The soldiers looked like some- 
thing out of a comic opera. Some 
had shoes, some were barefoot.

This 
is the time of year when 
young lads—and grown men, 
too—plan with might and 

main how they can get the work caught up in time to walk the 
ridges at sun-up to bag a gray squirrel chattering in a hickory,

Last week we put up more hay—and the pile grows 
higher in the old hay-shed on the ridge. There is so

@ WE WANTED TO AVOID THE LONG chore of cutting 
and binding and threshing our wheat. So we pastured it out as 
long as the cattle would stay on it and now will cut it with the 
binder and put the bundles in the barns for winter feed. By 
doing this we'll miss the long round of threshing through the 
valley as the thresher moves from one farm to another. We'll 
miss the fun of trading back and forth with the. neighbors—of 
eating big threshing dinners with Ted and Bess and Charlie and 
» Hubert Russell as we did last year. But this will leave us time 
to fit-our fields for the production of more and better grass for 
hay and pasture—and this is the end toward which we bend all 
effort. Our friend Hubert Russell, who helped us out of a 
tough spot last year by coming up with his three boys, teams 
and tractor to work in the hay, came to our rescue again this 
season by volunteering the use of his loader. ‘This doubles the 
speed with which Perry and young William Al and I can pile 
, the big windrows on the wagons and get them to the barn— 
and now we have.a hisky 16-year-old nephew from Highland 
Park to pitch in beside-us. He wants to get toughened up for 
the football season—and if he stays long enoligh we've guaran- 
teed to do something constructive about this. 

@ HE GOT OFF TO A GOOD START when we went over last 
week to help put up Otho Sutton’s wheat. There was only one 
field of about seven acres, but the grain stood tall and heavy in 
the heads with fine, plump grains. We did the job on Saturday, 
for on Friday there was a hard rain—welcome despite the fact 
that it delayed the harvest for a day. We started work-at 8 
o'clock when the dew had dried, with Uncle Billy Sutton riding 
the binder and young William Al driving the Ford Ferguson 
ahead of it. Uncle Billy is Otho’s dad and if I had a dollar for 
every day he’s spent in the wheat harvest, I could buy the best 
Héreford bull in Belleview valley and never notice the dent in 
my bank account. Perry and Pete and I followed the binder’ 
around the field, setting up the shocks. It was cloudy when 
we started, but toward noon the sun broke through and the 
pails of drinking water from the cistern were emptied as fast 
as they reached the field. Shocking wheat when the harvest is 
good is a task to keep a man moving steadily, but the time 
flies by and it was noon before we knew it. I saw Mama drive 
up and head into the house with a covered basket and specu- 
lated as to what might be in it. But bringing extra pie or 
cake or any other victuals to a harvest-day dinner at Frances 
Sutton’s is like carrying coal to Newcastle, for you can be cer- 
tain that the table will groan with food and all of it delicious. 
The men-folks lined up on the porch awaiting their turns at the 
wash basin, or sat under the grape arbor in the yard, until the 


dinner-call came; and then trooped in with a great good-will:

tire of his tales of early days in the valley. Farming involved 
a lot more hard wofk and no small share of hardship in those 
far-off times; but Uncle Billy recalls them with a sparkling 
twinkle of humor that I’m certain hasn’t changed a bit since he 
and his wife started out farming here almost a half-century ago. 
Of the dinner I will emphasize only the pies, for when we got 
to them I regretted having done so well by the chicken and 
green beans and the tomatoes and chopped beef in Mama's hot 
‘ easserole.

BROAD: high road to adven- 
A ture flows past this city’s front 

door. Riding it no more than 
an hour from the levee—given a 
sturdy boat, an outboard with 
spare power and sensible caution 
—and man will find isolated 
camping spots of natural beauty 
far removed from city pressures. 
He will meet friendly river folk 
who haven’t lost the art of living 
busily, yet unhurriedly. He will, 
if he fancies, find some right good 
pole-and-line fishing. 

Yet St. Louisans, by and large, 
neither appreciate nor utilize the 
river. True, a few own cruisers 
in which they enjoy week-end out- 
ings and extended vacation jour- 
neys on the M pi and its 
tributaries, the Illinois and Mis- 
souri, But the cost of buying and 
operating these craft is beyond 
the means of most people. 

The open boat and outboard 
motor, however, are readily af- 
forded by many. And in any 
number of ways it’s more fun to 
cruise the rivet in such a skiff, 
to sleep under the stars on an 
isolated bar or river island, to 
cook one’s breakfast over a camp- 
fire. 

Camping and boating on the 
Mississippi River can be very 
pleasant in any number of ways. 
For one thing, you run into a lot 
of interesting people. It’s fun to 
visit with them. You get an 
idea of the strong hold America’s 
big rivers get on people who have 
lived virtually’ all their lives on 
them. Most of them take a flyer 
at a job in the city some time or 
other, but almost without excep- 
tion they return to the river, 


There used to be a couple of 
brothers in Clarksville, Mo. There 
wasn’t a lazy bone in their bodies, 
but nobody on earth could have 
made them hurry. You couldn’t 
have tied them to a steady job 
with a halter. Unless you con- 
sider tending the river lights a 
steady job. Joe and Dick had a 
deal with the government to keep 
about 10 river lights burning. 
Those are the lights you see on 
white tripods at about one-mile 
intervals along both banks of 
navigable rivers. They mark the 


channel. 
J irons in the fire. They made a 
good living. They always had 
work to do and they always had 
time to fish and shoot ducks: 
From early spring until late fall 
they lived in a comfortable shack 
they had built on an island a few 
miles below Clarksville. Maybe 
the government owned the island 
Or maybe some Clarksville busi- 
nessman had it planted in pea- 
nuts, but Joe and Dick didn’t 
have to pay any rent. Everybody 
knew them and nobody questioned 
their right to build a camp wher- 
ever they liked.

They'd nearly always net a good 
catch of channel cat which they 
sold to the local fish market. A 
lot of this channel cat is shipped 
to eastern hotels where it fetches 
a pretty penny. 

Along about September Joe and 
Dick would build three or four 
duck blinds and get their camp 
in shape to take care of the city 
hunters. They put the hunters up 
in their shack, cooked for them 
and carried a hot lunch out to 
their blinds at ‘noon. 

In the evening they'd have a 
toddy or two with their guests. 
But just let a hunter overestimate 
his capacity and start raising 
Cain and Joe and Dick would give 


him his walking papers—but 
quick. I saw them load a fellow 
in their boat late one evening, 
carry him upstream to Clarksville 
and send him on his way. When 
he tried to pay them they told 
him no thanks, he didn’t owe 
them a penny. But they did right 
well by themselves financially 
during the hunting season. 

Joe was drowned several years 
ago. He slipped out of the boat 
trying to raise a heavy net. Like 
many of his kind who spend their 
lives on the river, he couldn’t 
swim a lick. I don’t know what 
ever happened to Dick after that. 
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L OTS of people live a sort of 

gypsy life on the river. They 

may stay around one town for 
a year or two working at odd jobs 
or fishing, but always living in a 
battered cruiser tied up to the 
shore or in a shanty right on the 
river bank. Then the wanderlust 
hits them and they’re off again, 
either pushing upstream toward 
Minneapolis or drifting with the 
current toward the gulf. 

Annie and her husband, Bill, 
were two of.these. Annie was 
sitting on the bow of a beat-up 
cruiser, her bare legs dangling 
over the side. Jim and I, who 
were pushing upstream for a 
camping trip on the Illinois River, 
had noticed the cruiser just below 
Clifton Terrace, Ill.

. The Laclede Hotel property, a 
quarter of a city block. at the 
southeast corner of Sixth and 
Chestnut streets, changed hands 
for the second time in its record- 
ed history last week, together 
with a smaller parcel having a 
one-story building fronting at 519 
Market street. 

The transfer was the first in 67 
years. Title to the two pieces of 
property was passed to interests 
for whom Edith M. Robinson is 
nominee, from Nellie Griswold 
Lamb, daughter of Joseph Gris- 
wold. Joseph Griswold acquired 
the 
county and opened the hotel there 


in June of 1881. The county had |, 


operated a city jail on the site 
before that time, it is understood. 

Valuation of the property in 
last week’s transfer was estimated 
at $350,000 in an “even-up” trade 
in which Mrs. Lamb took title 
from the Robinson interests to the 
Martin Building at the northeast 
corner of Tenth street and Wash- 
ington avenue. 

The Martin building is an eight- 
story store and loft structure on 
a 68 by 125-foot lot. The hotel, 
which fronts 135 feet on Chestnut 
street and 110 feet on Sixth street, 
has about 200 rooms, a dining 
room, -and eight ground-floor 
stores. On the Market street par- 
cel, which at one time constituted 
an entrance to the hotel, there is 
a one-story building housing a 
restaurant. 

The Rudy Kohn Realty Co. and 
William SS. Seltzer & Co. were 
agents in the transaction. Seltzer, 
the hotel buyer’s agent, said no

Griswold operated the property 
from its opening until his death 
in 1924 and, in January, 1925, a 
99-year lease was written on the 
hotel on a valuation basis of 
$560,000, calling for annual rental 
of $28,000, plus taxes and main- 
tenance charges. Depression years 
took their toll, and the lease since 
has passed through several hands, 
with the hotel being inoperative 
for a time, but reopened in March 
of 1945.

ITHIN the next few years, a 300-acre 
portion of old South St. Louis is 
_ scheduled for a face-lifting. Over a 


longer time it is planned to transform the 


neighborhood completely with construction 
of tall apartments, multi-family dwellings 
and duplexes of boldly functional design. 

These changes are planned in an area 
associated in St. Louis history with rock- 
bound conservatism. It is an area of mel- 
lowed brick houses with well-scrubbed front 
steps, shining windows that set off curtains 
of immaculate lace, and worn brick side- 
walks. Much of the neighborhood remains 
sound and attractive, but there are 
premonitory inroads of blight. 

Last winter a . Haig of the residents 
and business people, \organized as the 
South Broadway Merchants and Manufac- 
turers Association, began taking Stock of 
the community. Deciding to deal head-on 
with prablems of decay, they invited the 
Washington University School of Archi- 
tecture to consider the entire neighborhood 
a laboratory for a community plan. 
Under direction of Associate Professor 
Austin E. Fitch, 200 students put in thous- 
ands of hours interviewing residents, 
drawing plans and constructing models. 
| Besides housing, they found their basic 
problem was to provide light, air and play 
space in an area averaging 27 families to 
the acre, in all, more than 18,000 persons. 
Their proposed solution is to gain ground 


Prize-winning neighborhood 


with taller buildings ahd with elimination 
of many criss-crossing streets and alleys 
that now hog a third of the land. 

To avoid displacing any families, the. 
plan proposes step-by-step construction. 
The first building, probably a 50-family 
apartment house, would go up on land now 
unused. Property vacated to fill it would 
be used for later units, and so on. Con- 
struction would be carried out with refer- 
ence to the master plan so that the neigh- 
borhood would gradually emerge as a well 
integrated community. Store buildings 
along Broadway would be blended archi- 
tecturally behind single block-long facades. 

Because public housing legislation has 
become snarled in Washington, the first 
units are expected to be apartments for 
medium income families, privately financed 
by an equity payment raised by subscrip- 
tion within the neighborhood. An urban 
redevelopment corporation with insurance 
company financing probably will carry on 
from there to build other properties capable 
of producing revenue. The Manufacturers 
Bank and Trust Company, which started 
the movement, has had offers of contribu- 
tions to such a fund, if and when construc- 
tion can be undertaken. James P. Hickok, 
president of the bank, and Joseph F. Hol-; 
land, attorney who heads the association,‘ 
say that for low income group homes the 
association will use whatever facilities may 
be set up for subsidized public housing.

TRETCHING a half pound of ground steak to serve 

four persons is a neat trick but it can be done. By 

adding cereal, such .as rice, oatmeal or soy bean 
grits, the bulk of the meat is increased with no loss in 
food value. 

As prepared by Mrs. Carl Setje, volunteer secretary 
of the St. Louis Consumer Federation, “stretched steak” is 
a wholesome, low-cost meat dish. Ground beef is mixed 
with uncooked, washed rice and seasonings. This mixture 
is shaped into patties and browned in bacon drippings in 
a skillet. Tomatoes are poured over patties, and sliced 
carrots, chopped celery, and onion rings are added. Skillet 
is covered and meat is allowed to simmer on top of stove 
for one and one-half hours. : 

The recipe is one of the “Food for Health” group pre- 
pared by the St. Louis Dietetic Association for the Con- 
sumer Federation. The latter is a non-profit organization 
made up of civic and labor groups which is devoted to 
consumers’ interests. 

INGREDIENTS: One-half pound ground beef, one-half 
cup uncooked rice, three-fourths teaspoon salt, dash of pep- 
per, one pint canned tomatoes or tomato sauce, two carrots, 
one rib celery, and one-half onion. This amount serves 


four persons. _

DRASTIC currency revision in the 
A western zones of Germany replaced 
the old reichsmark with a new 
“deutschemark” issued by French, British 
and American occupation authorities. The 
old mark became worthless as legal tender 
last Monday in the western zones, but not in 
the Soviet zone or in four-power-controlled 
Berlin. There. the deutschemark was 
worthless. Last weekend, before the old 
mark became valueless in the American- 
British-French areas, there was a wave of 
buying and a grand rush to exchange old 
marks for new, And a new difficulty arose 
between the Western Allies and Russia. 
Before the new marks were issued, 
reichsmarks varied in value from one cent 
to 30 cents. Last Sunday Germans could 
trade 40 of them for 40 deutschemarks, an- 
other 20 on an even basis within two 
months; any more they beld had to be reg- 
istered by yesterday for later redemption 
at an exchange rate that was still to be 
set. They turned in all allowed, then swept 
store ves clean, _——— the remainder 
on merchandise as long as stocks lasted. 
All the excess reichsmarks apparently

were not spent. Soviet authorities declared 
reichsmarks smuggled from Western Ger- 
many were flooding the Russian zone, 
where they could still be spent, and im- 
posed rigid additional controls on inter- 
zone traffic and transport to stop the 
smuggling. American authorities tempor- 
arily stopped freight trains to Berlin to avoid 
Soviet on of cargoes for mark ship- 
ments. y did not immediately protest 
Russian action, however, for importation of 
reichsmarks into western zones also was 
illegal. 

Russians protested against currency re- 
vision as another step in division of Ger- 
many, since it set up two forms of currency, 
said it weakened country’s economy. West- 
ern’ powers said change in marks was in- 
t to reduce money in circulation, sta- 
bilize the value of the mark, and create a 
gound currency. Last Tuesday Russian and 
officials met in Berlin to 
discuss that city’s currency. There was no 
agreement and Soviet officials announced 
a currency reform of their own for their 
area. It will be carried out by pasting 
stamps to existing reichsmarks. |
